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THE NEW BIGELOW SCHOOL.

The nnw HUelnw srhool which Is beinn 
erectPd on Piwk slreot. is w pII under way. 
the fmunirtlion beinK finished and the walls 
rapidly rising. 

The basement Is high, so that the first 
floor rooms are snfilolently elevate*! above 
the level of the uronnd to insure a good 
light at all times. In this basement are 
rooms reserved for storage of blojcles, also 
the play rocnns for boys and girls respec- 
tively. There are located at either end of 
the bnildiuK. while the space In the centre 
of the basement, on the south side, has 
been so arranged that it can be nsivl as a 
sort of manual traininu ilepartment, as it is 
in every way adapt^d Ictr such a purpose. 

The boiler rooms and coal storage vaults 
are separate from the building and are 
tinlque in the matter in which they aid in 
keeping the mechanicjil brunch of the 
school separate fnnn the busine?s of teach- 

There are IJ cla.ss rooms in the building 
and a large assembly hall, besides iifilces 
and other small rooms. On the first floor 
are the principal’s (dhee, retiring room fi»r 
teachers, six class rooms with recitation 
room and coat rooms. 

The second floor Is arrange<l like the 
first, except that the space over the princi- 
pal’s office is occupied by the library. 

On the third floor is the largo assembly 
hall, equipped with a large .stage and ante- 
rooms. This hall Is (W by 75 feet and ‘jo 
feet high, large enough to accommodate all 
the scholars at once, and is a very finely ap- 
pointed room. 

The building is so placed that every 
school room is sunny and pleasant. The 
most advanceil ideas as to ventilation and 
lieating are utilized by the plans of the 
architect. The seats in every room are so 
arranged that the scholars have the light 
from the lelt hand side. .Most of the rooms 
have a southerly exposure and should be 
very plea.sant. 

'I'lie princifial entrance is on the side of 
the building facing .south, and broad stair- 
cases opposite this entrance lead to floors 
above. JKxlernally the building is of bull 
brick and lime.stone trimmings. Thebuild 
ing is very simple in form and architectural 
cfTeet, showing careful composition and 
go id color.

THE POLITICAL OUTI.OOK. 


The storm center of politics has been 
over the summit of Mt. Ida all the week 
and Mr. Ivy and some half dozen others 
are reported to have hold conferences 
nightly over the candidacy of Mr. Kiley 
aind the means of defeating Mr. Fisher. 
Last evening men were out getting signa- 
tures to a nomination paper, with what 
fiuocess can not be learned, although it is 
reported that shortly before midnight last 
night Mr. Hiley told those that were urging 
liim to run that be was out of It, and that 
he would not be found to sign bis nomina- 
tion paper today. Whether the report is 
true we have not been able to ascertain, 
but no nomination papers have been filed 
np to 12 o’clock today, though the limit of 
time does not expire until five o'clock. 

Air. E. II. Farrell, Democratic nominee 
tfor alderman at large from ward two, is 
reported to have withdrawn and Mr. D. 
O'Donnell of ward four has sent to City 
ball for withdrawal papers as a candidate 
for alderman against (>uincy Pond. 

It is also stated that the Democratic con- 
vention was Illegal as it was not held fort.v- 
eight hours before the date of filing its 
nominations as the law provides. This 
date was five o’clock Wednesday afternoon, 
and the convention was held Monday 
evening. 

The election laws are changed so often 
that its no wonder that mistakes are made. 
City Clerk Kingsbury called the attention 
of the Democrats to this defect in their 
papers when they filed and it is said that 
they are today hustling round to secure 
the necessary signatures to nomination 
papers, and that they will file these this 
afternoon. l*resent indications point to a 
very tame election, unless the Democrats 
»nake a very active campaign.

Indoors or 
on . I'v night as well ns liy day. 

Consider what this menn^. A wo- 
man (legally "a citizen of the United 
States and ; f the State in which sue 
resides") is found unconscious ii« the 
st.cct nt 2 A. M.. having licen attacked 
and robbed. Police Magistrate Crane 
(elected by the votes of men only) re- 
fuses to entertain a complaint, on the 
ground that a woman cannot hope for 
the protection of the law in the streets 
nt that hour, nnd may bo assaulted and 
robbed with impunity. U does not ap- 
pear that there was any reason to 
doubt the trm’a of the eomplaln'L. nor 
was it shown that llie woman was in* 
toxlented or of bad character. 'I'ho 
tefusal was to cntert.iLn the nnestlon 
at all, heenuse, in the .>plnloii of this 
justice (?). a woman at 2 A. M. has no 
light to he in the street. 

But let ns suppose that on investi- 
gation the woman had l;cea found to 
be intoxicated, or of Imd character. 
Docs anyone suppose that Magistrate 
Crane wnnld liave refui=ed to nto**- 
laln a complaint from a man who had 
-been robbed, on the ground of bad 
character .or drunken condition? Not 
at all. The police magistrate was 
elected in part by the votes of cabmen, 
and the woman had no vote. 

Ho.w long will it be before inteTli- 
g nt. pub’ic-spirited women, who de- 
plore the Injustice shown to their sox, 
will wake up to the caufo which under, 
lies it? At present too many of them 
are like the dog that lilies the stick 
which lieatf him, instead of the man 
lehind the stick. When women help 
elect police judge.s. tliey will be fairly 
protected. Never till then.

Amerieun woolen eompany or trust, wiiiuli 
is still only in |>art responsible for tiie in- 
creased cost. If tiie pnrcliase is of cotton 
Ajiotli. tlie liiglier price reminds him of tiie 
Full Kiver cotton iiiiuiiifactnrers’ combina- 
tion under a joint selling agency. If of 
tinware, he is told that prices are liiglier 
because of tlie tinplate trust; if of kerosene 
oil. tliat tlie 8() per cent advance in tlie re- 
tail price is due to as large or u larger ad- 
vance ill tiie wholesale price by tlie Stand- 
ard oil trust, wliicli may or may not liave 
legitimate reasons for makiiig the increase. 
Prices of ieatlier, of luriiitnre, of paper, of 
nearly all artieles of iron and steel munii- 
fueture, of rubber goods, of glassware and 
flurtlieiiware, of many prepared foodstuffs, 
and of a liuiidred otiier tilings entering 
into tlie daily eonsumiitioii of the lionse 
liold, are liiglier tliaii tliey were, and in 
most eases mncli liiglier, and buek of eueli 
of tliem can be seen a trust or conibimilioti 
whieii may not deserve all tlie blame for

It was prmnptly at 7.d.‘> that ('hairnian 
Know Iton ealletl the board to order, i’lie 
first business was the drawinn of two 
jurors. Frank L. Holman of Oaklatul 
street. Ward l, and K. Clifton Hiitlor of 
Linwood avenue, Ward J were cho.son. 

A hearing was then held on the plan of 
altering and widening Nonantnin street. 
Ward 7. Mr. A. W. (lay objecteil and 
pointed out what damage might occur 
to a lot of land at the east eorntr of 
Arlington and Nmiantum streets. 

Mrs. Kitchie, through a repre.sentative, 
objected to the construction <d concrete 
sidewalks on Auburn street, but no one 
objected to similar work proposed on Wal- 
nut street. The petition for constructing 
a sewer in Montvale crescent was not op- 
posed at hearing w hich immediately fol- 
lowed. 

Then came the hearing on the petition of 
the Worcester A: Huston street railway 
company for right to lowite tracks on 
Hoyiston street in Wards.** and (5. 

Fix state Senator Harwood was first to 
speak. It was the Intention of the road ho 
said, provided permission was obtained, to 
construct trucks in Hoyiston .street from 
the Hrookline line at Newton Centre to the 
Wellesley line at Newton Upper Falls. 
This street, Mr. Harwood sanl, had been 
called in days of (»ld the Worcester turn- 
pike. It was originally one of the most 
extensively traveled roads in this part of 
the state. ^ . 

.Mr. Harwood tin n otTeretl the well 
known arguments of the great advantages 
that the citv would receive. He gave the 
opinion of Mr. Samuel .lackson, chairman 
of the board (d assessors, who had told i 
him the city would derive great benefits, 
that land would be improved and much 
more taxable property added to tlie city. 

Mr. Harwood tliought there were many 
material a«lvaiitages to the city in tlie 
street railway company’s scheme and said 
the company was ready to lay tracks as 
soon as permission was gran'.e 1. He cal e i 
upon .Mr. .lames F. Shaw, president of the 
Worc'esier A: Jiostou street railway coin- 


interest not only becriuse every one was 
anxious to hear more about the scheme, 
but more because he had the air of know- 
ing w ell his subject. 

.Ml. Shaw told how the company would 
do everything to the city’s .satisfaction, 
how the company’s cars woul*l be vesti- 
buled, extra large and contain smoking 
coinpartmeuts. \ passenger would .save 
50 c nts in riding from Worcester to Hos 
ton, should he take this company’s cars in- 
stead of the Hoston A: Albany. The new 
line would complete the trip between Wor- 
cester A: Hoston in 2 hours and 18 minutes 
and charge a fare of five cents in each 
town, also granting interchangeable tran.s- 
fer.<. These were some of the many allur- 
ing inducements which .Mr. tjhaw set forth 
and which seemed to make something of a 
favorable lnipres.sion. 

At this point -Mr. Harwood pre.senlcd a ■ 
petition containing about ;)<mj signatures 
fie also read letters of indoi.seun'iii iroin 
Herbert 1>. Ward, Elizabeth btuurt IMielps

in remonstrunce, .Mr. Samuel L. I'owers * 
was the llr.st speaker. .Mr. Powers’ repar- 
tee had an excellent elfect on the lioard and 
kept every one in uoo<l liumor. lie repre- 
seutetl the Welle.^ley A: Hoston and the 
Newton A: Hoston street railway coiii-

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NEXT TUESDAY S ELECTION. 

The citj* election next Tuesday does not 
promise anything exciting, owing to the 
lack of cotite.sts, and It Is dlfllcult to arouse 
such Interest among the citizens. The 
technical failure of the Democratic conven- 
tion to meet forty-eight hours before the 
date of tiling nomination papers ha.s pre- 
vented any contest over the school commit- 
tee nomination.s from Ward Four, as Mr. 
Haskell was willing to accept the ollice as 
a matter of duty, as will be seen in his let- 
ter in another column. Deing in Florida 
he could nut be reached for the taking out 
of nomination papers. lie would liave 
been a very valuable addition to the school 
board. 

This leaves- the only contest over schoc 1 
board members to Ward Three, which has 
two mndidates on the Itepubliciin ticket 
and one on citizens nomination papers. 
This arouses some interest ns the number 
of communications on the subject shows. 

Mayor Wilson will have some opposi- 
ion, Mr. William 11. Baker having taken 
out nomination pa))ers. It is not probable 
that the opposition will be elYective, and as 
far as we can see there is little work being 
done on either side. Mayor Wilson’s friends 
reganling it as a sure tiling for him. Tlie 
challenging of the Democratic nominations 
by the Itepublican city coiniiiittee has 
aroused a good deal of feeling on the part 
of the Democrats, as they regard it as tak- 
ing advantage of a mere technicality, but 
the law is very plain on the matter and the 
same thing has been done In other cities. 
It is hardly probable that the vote will be 
a very large one next Tuesday, as there is 
nothing exciting to call out tlie voters. 


THE WOUCESTEK & BO.STUN bTBEET 
RAILWAY. 


Tlie fctreet railway hearing before the 
board of aldermen, Monday evening, at- 
tracted a large number of south side resi- 
dents, and evidently many of them think it 
will be of great a<l vantage in developing 
their property. A good many of the peti- 
tioners a ho tavor the francliise are large 
owners of land along Boylston street, some 
of which is line building land and some ot 
which is not. The iireaident of tlie pro- 
jected railway naturally gave u glowing uc- 
counl of the advantages of the new’ line 
and me great pro.speriiy it Mould bring to 
the .aeciion ihrougii wliicti it will pass, 
alter tile familiar manner of all railway 
projectors But a railway that proposes 
such a rapid schedule as tins one dues, two 
hotira and eighteen minutes from Boston to 
Woi veater. M ill liave to run its cars at a 
Very lapid rate, whicii would be dangerous 
in a nurroM stieet, and its curs ought to be 
run in a reservatloii. Wliat tlie taxpayers 
wouiil like to know is the cost of widening 
Boylatoii street to accommodate this rail- 
way line. We liave had some very expen- 
sive .>tieet wideiiiiigs, and w liicli brouglit 
great prosperity to those wlio ovsned land 
iieiMled for tiie widening, but M'liich run 
the city |)retty deeply into debt. Will tiie

The levelntloiis of the 
recent gas deal In Haverliili, by which It l.s 
planned to make the citizens pay a return 
of from ‘Jd to .“.0 per cent, to the new gas 
combination, and the strong light pul up 
agiiiiist tills outrage hy Mayor t'luise.d iubl 
less had a g>>od deal to do wiHi his eiectioii- 
Beside.s he liad tinide an excellent .Mayor 
and the Haverliili people liave evidently 
got over lieliig .scareil at tlie mime of social- ^ 
1st, in these days of trusts amt monopoly. 
Ill Brockton the .Socialists combined with I 
Hie Democrats, and tlie result was a .Mir- 1 
prise. The Kepublicaiis carry Waltlnini. 
electing Major .Mayheriy, carrying tlie j 
board ofaldermeii, and the city also gave a 
iniijoiity for licen.«.e. lii Springlleld tlie I 
Democratic candidate won, giving the city 
a great surprise, and in tlie other cities the 
voters evidently panl little attention to 
party ties. 

lx an interview in the Boston papers 
Mr. Baker charges tliat the City Clerk 
could not act impartially In the matter of 
the contest over the Democratic iiomlna- ! 
tions,as he had formed an opinion before- | 
hand but Hie City Clerk could hardly have

.TOO TIIIKD TO OO TO ('Itl’lSCn. 

Tliis Is the reason given hy many.and it is 
no doubt true that the pressure of work is 
very burden.some to some, so much so that 
when the close of the week comes they are 
exhausted, physically ami mentally. .Mak- 
ing, however, due allowance for such cases, 
ami deploring the growing strenuousuess 
of business, which tlireatens to absorb all 
of the energies of men and women engaged 
in some lines of occupation, it can hardly 
be said now of the great majo; iiy that lliey 
are In this condition ot exhaustion when 
Sunday comes. They woubl llnd rest in 
change, and the quiet and refreshment of 
the house of God would be a better help to 
them than sheer idleness or the methods to 
which, alas, some of them resort. It will 
be found as a matter of fact that ueople 
who make it their duty to attend public 
worship find it a relief from the hard pres- 
sure of the week's work, and go to their 
stores and offices in better condition than if 
thej' neglected the care of their higher 
nature. 

THE KVKH KKCrnniXG APPKAI.S. 

Many business men, we are told, are so I 
bothered with the number of letters and 
circulars they receive, asking their help for 
religious and benevolent enterprises tliat 
they do not know what to do with them. 
Some of these documents are consigneil to 
the waste basket unread, others remain on 
the desk for a few weeks, and then are 
swept off in the periodical clearing np. In 
addition to these appeals, which are sent to 
individuals, there are numerous others dis- 
tributed in the seats of churches, so that 
there is scarcely a week wlien the average 
churchgoing citizen is nut imoortnned for 
help in addition to his regular pew rent 
and other contributions for the work of his 
Church. What is he to do'? It is not easy 
to indicate any one’s duty by a general 
statement, but it may be suggested first of 
all that this activity in a.sking help shouhl 
nut be complained of,becuuse it shows tliat 
there is life and earnestness somewhere. 
Someone is looking after the incere.sts of 
these works of benevolence and religion. 
If no one asked for anything there might 
well arise very bitter condemnation of the 
stagnation that would ensue. Then in the 
next place, a selection of objects can be 
made. Ail are not interested in the same 
degree in the same charities ami in the 
same movements. One man will be di.s- 
posed to help some, and another will lielp 
others. It is well to make a seleetl'.'n, and 
to show one's sympathy in a practical way. 
Because one cannot help all is no reason 
why lie should tlecline to aid any. .Another 
sugge.^ition whicti is always in place is to 
remember the rule of pr.jporlion. There is 
an increasing number of givers who devote 
conscientiously a definite proportion of 
llielr income to works of cliarity and 
benevolence. It makes giving much casit-r 
wlien it is a maiter of principle and not of 
temporary impulse. The man who devotes 
a proportion of liis income in this way con- 
siders how best to apply it, and can give 
time to the study of applications. La>»t of 
all, for busy people win* really do not have 
the time or tlie ooponnnily for a careful 
serntinyof appeals ma<le for lielp, liiere is 
the plan of reipmstiiig some one to act as 
almoner, Tlie ministers of congre.'utions 
are always ready to accept tliis work, and 
many laj men liave been in tlie liabit (jf

The doctors inform us tliat alum is a 
poison, and that alum baking powders 
should be avoided because they make the 
food unwholesome. Prominent liygienists, 
who have given the matter most study, re- 
gard these powders as an evil that should 
he suppressed by state action. In Minne- 
sota and Wisconsin alum powders are not 
permitted to be sold unless they are brand- 
ed to warn consumers of tlieir true, charac- 
ter, wliile in the District of Columbia tlie 
autliorilies liave under tliedirectionof Con- 
gress, adopted regulations to prohibit the 
use of alum in bread altogetiier 

Are not the people of other slates, as 
well as those of .Minnesota and Wisconsin, 
entitled to warning of a danger whieli is 
apparently menacing them at close liand, 
and is not tlie wTiole country entitled to ab- 
solute proti^ction, as tlie people of tlie Dis- 
trict of Columbia are protected, by legisla- 
tion w hich is entirely tirohibiiive’;* 

Until we can liave [irotection in the form 
of a statute, liow can our state boards of 
liealili, state analysts or fo id comad -sions 
better serve the public tliaii by publisliiug 
in Hie newspapers from time to time Hie 
nanie.s of the baking powders wTiich they 
find lobe made from alum? 

.Meantime, it will aid the housewife iii 
(lesigiiatiug Hie alum powders to remember 
that all powders sold at twenty-live cents 
or less per pound are of this dangerous 
class. Pure cream of tarter powders are 
usually .sold at from forty-five to lifty cents 
a poqnd.

THE ClLY ELECTION. 

The results of the city election took 
people by surprise. That a comparatively 
unknown candidate like .Mr. Raker, and a 
full tledgeil Dein.icrat at that should come 
80 near defeating .Mayor Wilson, e.speoial- 
ly, as with only one exception a mayor in 
Isewton has always been given a second 
term without any opposition to speak of 
was remarkable. Had any of the other can 
didates who were besought to allow their , 
names to be used, .Messrs. Hunt, Ilarbach, 
Harwood, or Weeks been the opposition 
candidate, the vote .shows what an easy 
victory they could have won. The people 
did not know Mr. Raker and he was handi- 
capped by liis belonging to the minority | 
party in Newton but he c.irrie'l Wards 
One and Two, only lost Mayor Wilson's ' 
own ward by eight vote.s, and Ward 
Five by one vote and Ward Four 
by 13, while Mayor Wilson’s great majority 
iirSVard Seven was all that saved him. ; 

What seemed on general principles to be 
an ea.sy w alk over turned out to be a very 
close and exciting contest, thanks mainly 
to the skilful campaigning of the Messrs. 
^Varren, whose broadsides were very ellec- | 
live. I 

In other respects the result was about 
what was expected. The regular alder- ' 
manic ticket was elected by large majori- | 
tle.'i. 'I he large vote Mr. Fiaher of Ward 
One received was very gratifying to his 
friends as it showed that the people at 
large were satislied and approved his | 
course, whatovei might be the sentiments 
of a few disgruntled ones. | 

The school board contest had a rather 
amusing result. Mrs. Anders w as defeat- 
ed by Capt. Howard, who signed the 
petition for Mr. Aldrich’s retention, and, 
Air. Gorham, who was a prominent signer 
of the petition had the largest vote of any 
of the candidates. Mr. Howes, the only 
Aldrich man up lor re-elecliou, had a 
larger vote than either Mr. Hardy or .Mr. 
Crehore, and evidently if the plan to have 
opi>osiliou candidates in Ward Four hud 
not mi.‘<carried, they would have been 
elected by a large majority. 

There was the usual great majority in 
favor of no license, the ligures being near- 
ly two to one. 

<*f the ward candidates, all the Republi- 
can candidates were elected. .Mr Rrihton 
in Wnid One receiving the largest vote 
i,'iven any candidate in that ward. In 
AVard Two Mr. I’ulsifer had an easy vie- I 
tory over .Mr. Taylor and in Ward Three 
Air.

As a resident of New ton Mr. Eddy was 
iield in liigh esteem lie hud made .Newton 
his liomo for about .lo years. I'art of that 
time lie resided in .Newtonville, but lattelry 
occupied a new residence on Franklin 
street. 

He was for l.’j years a deacon in tlie Eliot 
Congregatioiial clmrcli, one of tlie largest 
ami wealtliiest imrlslies in the city. For 
.several yeans .Mr Eddy was uresident of 
the .New ton brancli of the Y .M. C. A., and 
lie lias tor many years lieeii associated witli 
local charitable organizitioiis. .M.iny in 
tile city iiave received llie benelits of liis 
philanthropy.

Under general 
couditloiis the w ater fuinlshed by the pub- 
lic service for Newtoti resiiienls, is of the 
very best; staudlng onlj’ second, on a long 
list of waters furnished vnrions cities in 
the country, and aiml.\zed a sliort time ago 
at tlie Institute of Teclinology, Roston. .-V 
very important feature often 'overlooked 
entirely, or carelessly passed by, is tlie 
milk service in Newton. T'lie milk is left 
at our doors by milk men from many 
dairies in the surrounding towns, as well 
as a few in the city, and some traders 
who buy of the large dealers and di.slribiite 
among the families. 

“Cleanline.s.s is next to (iodliiiess” and 
very few of the milk servers come tinder 
this category. Impure drinking water at 
the barns, bad feeding, some farmers giv- 
i ig the cows brewery swill lo increase tlie 
ll'iw of milk, others use tlie silo ensilage; 
after fomenting, lliis product is frequent- 
ly us bad as the brewery swill and lianle to 
cause gastric troubles. 

Eiisiliice. turnip, garlic and some of the 
other lierbaceous feed will taint the milk 
making it smell feverish and nauseating. 
Chilling some ot tlie milk and adiliiig to 
natural warm milk produces a galvanic 
effect always disagreeable. 

All the iretories wlio condense milk are 
very particular in all departments, way 
back to the farmer’s barn and pastures. 

It is well for the liousekeepers and 
motliers jiariieularly to closely watch and 
frequently test aud examine tlie milk left 
for dome.stic use. ‘’An ounce of preven- 
tion is worth a pound of cure” in keeping 
sickness aw ay from the family.

intended to prevent evasion of the law as ' 
Die lir.st iiiimistakuble backward step taken ' 
by the ft^deral administration since Die i 
civil .service law wa.s passed. Tlie injurious i 
effects of Diis order have uirtuidy been seen 
in Die demorali/ation oi many parts of Die 
fi'deral service; in the encouragement of 
Die enemies of reform in their efforts to 
cripple Die merit .system and secure a fur- 
Dier relaxation of the rules and in the 
widespread distrust of tlie promises of the 
president and Die party in power to enforce 
and extend the civil-service law. 

We al.so regret tliat Die president has not 
yet fiiKilled tlie ussurauces given by liim to 
a committee of Die league of his intention 
to include in Die ciassitied service a much 
larger number (d places tlian those with- 
drawn, but on the conirary has included 
none whatever. We venture to hope Dial 
such exteiitions may yet be made at no dis- 
tant day.

course, and as most of the wards have had i 
new ones, this demand from Auhunidale : 
is not to be wondered at. Irrespective of | 
the necessity in the case. The board of j 
aldermen has been considering an addition i 
to the Williams .school, and the matter has j 
been pretty thoroughly discussed so that 
readers of the reports of the meetings of 
the board are more or less familiar with ; 
the case. There is the old contest between j 
the two sides of the railroad, which we 
were told was all to be done away with 
by the depressing of the railroad tracks. 
"Ward Four presents some new features 
however which are worthy of comment. 
There has been but very little growth on 
the south side, which is pretty well built 
up and lias such large estate.s that there 
is not much chance for growth in the fu- 
ture. But the north side has had a pheno- 
menal growth since the building of the 
boulevard, and a great number of small 
bouses have been put up, which have at- 
tracte<l a large population. The result is 
that it is claimed that a majority of 
the school children now come from the 
north >ide of the railroa<l, and the Wil- 
liams scliool is far from the centre of popu- 
lation. The south side people are mo.stly 
old residents, whose children have grown 
UP, and the whole ward is changed from 
the conditions when the Williams building 
was constructed. The uccommodatioiis 
are insufficient and there nni.st he niore 
room provided in the immediate future. 
The addition necessary if one i.smadeto 
the present bulhling will cost S.ri.nOO, it 
is estimat*^d, and the people on the north 
side think that if that amount of money 
is to be expended their convenience slnmld 
be consulted and by putting more ino' ey 
Avith it, a school house should be built on 
the northside of the tracks. where they say 
the majority of the children are. A new 
building would cost Siio.iibO, according to 
Iheir ligures, and the question is whetlie;- 
it will not be better In the end to build a 
new and modern building than to add to 
the old one. The growth of our School 
l*opulation has einbara.'J.sed the city, in the 
building of so inuny expensive buildings, 
and iii'|iarenlly the end is not yet in sight, 
as if .VubunHlale succeeds in getting one, 
there will .soon be a demand from New ton 
Centre, which is the only large village left 
out of the deal. After that the smaller 
villages would doubtless make their claims 
a tnaiG r for agitation. 


With .lohn Kendrick Bangs as editor 
and one of the most ni>-to-date hustlers in 
charge of the business end.

How the whrde system 
of life has gone birwarrl fnmi the very be- 
ginning by the most inexorable law. 'i'lie 
being, who in his rmlo way ten thousand 
years ago, roughly »ln*w in beds f)f s»(ft 
clay the first signs of intolligent thought was 
the predecessor of a Shakespeare, or a Bap- 
hael. Were a child of a hundred thousand 
years agf) to be placed today in the hoim* of 
onoof our people here, It would bo consid- 
ered a great misfortune. Yet such wns 
the material from which God in his divine 
plans was leinling forward to the present 
life, under laws which have never changed, 
and rules that are as potent now as ever 
before. The one great principle behind all 
the ages is life. It does not stop fora 
single second. It is ever moving, ever pro- 
gre.ssiiig. Beligion is life, that is in har- 
mony with the law of the world. It is 
like the flower that has blossomed and 
gathers its living nourishment from the 
earth and according to the laws that govern 
the same. It is life that is collecting the 
truths that science has taught us, and we 
are not to be afraifl of truth. We are 
taught the wonderful plans of the infinite, 
and our religion is the emotional life that 
comes to us from realizing the great laws of 
the univer.so. 'J'hat comes from that inner 
life that yearns to know more of God and 
H IS divine attributes." With great power 
and ehxpience Mr. Dunham pictured the 
beauties of God’s laws.

'I'o the Kditor of tlie iJa.veicir:— 

Permit us, residents of .\uburndale, to 
present to the public, tliroiigli your col- 
umns, the following regarding Hie proposed 
new school accomniodutions lor our vil- 
lage. 

In Hie first place, it is agreed by all that 
more School room must be had as .<-0011 as 
|)ossible. 

In the second place, some prefer an addi- 
tion of four rooms and a Imll to the Wil- 
liams school house of eight rooms. Others 
prefer a new eight-room building, with a 
bull, north of the railroad, so planned that 
it can be enlarged to twelve rooms when 
the growth of Hie village reipiire it. 

We belifve that Hie accommodation of 
Hie public ami economy 111 tlie long run to 
tlie taxpayers reijuire the new eiglit-i 00 m 
building.

A letter of liuiulry was lately sent 
to the presidents of a number of \Vo- 
men’e; Clnbs in Colo a.lo, nsklag ab ut 
ICho results of equal suffrage. Nearly 
all the answers say tluu it works well. 
'A number of these ladle- >ay that 
they used to be opprstd t the ballot, 
■but have been conxe.ted by experi- 
ence, The followli g are samples of 
the replies received: 

Mrs. H. J. Furness, pieiMdent of tho 
Mutual Improvement Club of Long- 
mont. Col., writes: 

I wish to answer your qnostlonfi 
fairly, particularly ns I was one cf 
those who were not in favor of wo- 
men’s voting. Yon ask. Has equal 
suffrage Incieatod the corruption of 
politics? Not In the least. Has it Im- 
paired the happiness of the home? 
No. There are always p enty of M s. 
Jellyhys, but they might ns well bo oc- 
cupied with equal suffiage as with 
the Hotteiuots. Has it caused women 
to receive less respect and considera- 
tion socially? ’lhat Idea ic: all n m- 
sense. A lady Is a lady, ‘for a’ that and 
o’ that," and whether she be In tho 
parlor or In polMlcs, she will rccelva 
the consideration she dcccrves. This 
has been thoroughly demonstrated in 
Colorado, and no women In Boston) 
are regarded with more lespect. Has it 
lessened women’s influence for good? 
Not a bit. Wherever they have taken 
a hand in public political work, tno 
moral atmosphere is admitted by all 
to be purer. Have the women gener- 
ally ceased voting? At every elec- 
tion more women vote than at the 
previous one. Do the bad and Ignor- 
ant women vote more generally than 
the good and Intell’gc'nt? The good 
and Intelligent women who go to the 
polls far outnumber the others. 

What are the good re3ults?In many 
cases better men have been elected, 
and equal suffrage certainly has stim- 
ulated women to a more Intelligent 
study of public questions, a broad- 
er outlook generally, and a growing 
sense of civic responslbi Ity as citizens 
of Colorado. 

Mis. Frank N. Briggs. preMdent of 
the Women's Club of Victor, Col., 
writes: 

Before answering your questions, I 
will state that I am one of those wo- 
men who did not care for the ballot; 
hut, realizing that there are many of 
our sisters who must take a man’s 
place in the world, I now believe that 
they should have a man’s privileges. 
Realizing, also, lhat woman’s Influ- 
ence Is largely for g od in other di- 
rections. 1 believe It should b*^ In this. 

I do not find that equal suffrage has 
Incnosed corruption In politics. 'I'he 
polling places are cert.iinly more quiet, 
orderly, and le^pectab’e. The women’s 
vote Is not decreasing, but rather In- 
cieasing. pait’cu'arly In municipal 
elections. 1 do not find that the bad 
and Ignorant women vote more gener- 
ally than the better class. 

As for marrlrr? ih happiness tho 
home, the woman politician who ne- 
glects Iter home ani! •' 1 i! e 1*- a ’•'>)- 
man who In her very na ti i would i»e 
go ng t'. the same evtr me in jorao 
other direction wene site not l ie c.if- 
ed In rolitic.s.

As soon ns fhe mattt*r was presented ; 
Alderman Tond read a iietitnm from about ■ 
2 (X> Auburndale residents who said they felt j 
obliged to protest against the appropriation j 
of S:V>,OoO, and would like to have the tnat- , 
ter laid over until the next city govein- 
metit. After reading this commuttication 
Alderman Pond asked that the question be 
laid over until next year. 

Alderman White— I .should like to ask 
why we should lay this matter over. Is 
this board Incompetent to consider it or 
will the next board be better po.sled on the 
subject ? 

Alderman Pond -The people of Auhurn- 
dnle would like to hold a public meeting on 
the question. They think that they could 
furnish the incoming board with more valu 
able information on the subject. 

Alderman White— If this board i.s capa 
ble of settling the matter they should do so 
to night. They should certainly he given a 
chance. The sigfiers of the petition pre- 
sented by .Mr. Pond were the men who 
came here and advocated the Williams 
school addition. Is it because tliey believe 
the flew board will be more intelligent that 
they ask that it be laid over, or is it because 
they want to get rid of a lot of land up 
there on which they have paid taxes 
enough. 1 shall not vote for the reference 
of this matter to the next city government. 

Alderman Whittlesey - 1 have visited 
Auburndale within a tew days and claini 
to be well posted on the existing condi- 
tions. I do not believe in the S;t.'i,000 addi- 
tion and I do not believe in the new build- 
ing on the north side. I do believe, how- 
ever, iti a comparatively inexpensive add'- 
tion to the Ash street school building, 
which I think would serve for at least five 
years. 1 think the Ash street building is 
of sutlicietitdistar.ee from the railroad as 
to make it perfectly .safe, and I think in 
the interests of economy that we could do 
nothing better than to erect tliis S">000 addi- 
tion. I therefor move as an amendment to 
the S 3 r), 0 (X) order that we appropriate 
for this purpose. 

Alderman Warren— The best plan in my 
opinion would be an addition of two rooms 
and a hall to me present Williams building. 
The cost would be about S-n, 0 tX)and make 
this H.< an amendment to Alderman Whittle- 
sey’s amendment. 

Alderman White — 1 second Alderman 
Warren’.s amendment. 

Alderman Lowell— It is my opinion that 
the bt-si way out of this matter is to adopt 
AldHi inan Warren's amendment I have 
con.sidercd the .subject thoroughly and am 
convinced in my belief. 

.Mderman Nagle— I have listened to 
Ward 4 residents and 1 believe tlmt tliey 
d(jn’t know just what they want. The 
board of aldermen is just ns badly mixed 
up. The man who does know is our 
honorable president, Mr. Knowlton, and I 
should like to hear from him. 

President Knowlton having exchanged 
seats with .-Vldeiman Haily said: “Every 
member of this board is in full possession 
of the facts and there is nothing to be 
gained by delay.

•lied hi.st August.

The stoiy of his life has in a measuie 
been the history of tlie Cuiiipanion. When 
he took hold of it the circulatiun was not 
more than fioJO, but he instantly set to 
work devising means of making it a grea*^ 
paper. 

Ills business insight and foresight, his 
own inventive genius in devising new ways 
of increasing the circulation, his ready 
adoption of methods proposed by others, 
and his courageous expenditure of money 
in the process, stamped him as one of the 
great publishers of the country. 

But the keenest of biisiue.ss instincts 
would not have effected wliut he achieved 
had not his editorial ability and his abso- 
lutely conscientious adherence to the high- 
est ideals made him also one of the fore- 
most editors of the time. No man ever 
kept a more watchful eye upon the contents 
of his paper, down to the most Inslgniii- 
cant paragraph. Not a word nor a phrase 
passed his scrutiny, and even at times, 
when he had strength for nothing else, he 
read and re-read and criticised and anieml- 
ed the proof sent to him, lest by any chance 
sonietliing should be printed which wimld 
impair the standing of tiie Companion w ith | 
those c luntless readers, who looked to it ' 
for what was pure and true and whole 
some.
